r f welve months before tho first gun was 
fired at Fort Sumpter, bad blood had be¬ 
gun to show itself—even in good society. 
Not only was it causing strife between 
cousins and more distant kindred, but in 
many instances weakening ties of affec¬ 
tion in the family circle itself.

These services 
are usually pretty well attended A 
movement is on foot in the same place te 
organize a Literary Association and 
Mutual Benefit Organization, and since 
an ex-president of the Fanwood Literary 
Association resides in that city, the work 
of organization will not be at all diffi¬ 
cult. 

We are apt to consider a small state 
like New Jersey, having no institution 
of her own, as an out-of-way place with 
no deaf-mute population to speak of. 
But of late we have had frequent and 
gratifying reports from her mutes, of 
whom there seem to be quite a number 
^ in the little Stats ; they are wide awake, 
and among other things which we have 
noticed on the'part of several of the intel¬ 
ligent ones, members of the Order of E. 
S. in fact, is an attempt to arouse public 
opinion and the Legislature to the estab¬ 
lishment of an institution for the instruc¬ 
tion of the deaf in the State. And this 
reminds us that several Institutions have 
been established by deaf-mutes them selves. 
The Oregon Institution is a fair ex¬ 
ample of the labors of one deaf-mute to 
benefit others of his class. The Nebras¬ 
ka Institution was founded by a deaf- 
mute, and Mr. Thomas Widd is princi- 
cipal of the Montreal Protestant Institu¬ 
tion. Going back to the very beginning 
of deaf-mute education in this country 
and looking all the way from then to the 
present time, it is easy to calculate the 
great value and benevolence of the labors 
of that honored deaf-mute, Laurent Clerc. 
But for him an institution might never 
have arisen ; the spectacle of an educated 
deaf-mute familiar with both the English 
and French languages, and willing and 
capable to instruct the deaf and dumb 
must havebecn a stimulusto those benev¬ 
olent gentlemen who united for the work, 
that we cannot overrate. 

But our holidays are over—all the 
permits of those two hundred and odd 
merry pupils, who went home two weeks 
ago, expire to-day and they are return¬ 
ing in twos and threes and in groups. 
Soon they will all be here—the Fanwood 
Literary Association will hold its usual 
meeting this evening—to-morrow at ser¬ 
vice the chapel will doubtless be full 
—and on Monday we will have large 
classes with the old working day come 
round.

IMPORTANT TO MANUFACTURERS. 


“Laura,” in tho Silent World of Dec. 
15th, wants to knoAv how to make the 
(.leaf and dumb road more. If all books 
were printed in signs, Ave suppose they 
would. Human nature is talkative, and 
the hearing child gains knowledge from 
what he hears and speaks, for he hears 
his own language and the language of 
his books spoken, and he speaks it him¬ 
self. But the deaf-mute talks ono lan¬ 
guage and reads another. It is easier to 
talk than to read, and more delightful, 
too ; hence by continual practice, lie be¬ 
comes a good talker but a very poor 
reader; he likes to talk—and he talks 
and talks too much. He would not talk 
if he had nobody to talk to, and he 
would read if he had a dull companion 
and a lively book, one that lie could un¬ 
derstand, and which would interest him. 
The great thing is to get him into thehabit 
of reading and to this end he must have 
things of interest to read. Mere com¬ 
pulsion won’t do it. Firstly, do not en¬ 
courage a laigc aggregation for purposes 
of instruction—better work, and more 
thorough can be done with a feAV. Give 
the pupil for a text book something, no 
matter what, that will interest him and 
see to it that the English is pure and 
simple. Thirdly, teach him how to read, 
help him, encourage him and impress 
upon him that a well thumbed dictionary 
is an honorable possession. Fourthly, let 
him understand that he must Avrite out 
what he reads. If he is reading about a 
a hevse let liim know that you want to 
know all about it, find dispute him on a 
point or two just for the sake of argu¬ 
ment and he Avill rush to his book and 
find out who is right* aud you av ill baye 
planted something of interest and ambi¬ 
tion within him. Tell him that you want 
him to look over his book and av rite out 
everything he knowsabout tliecat, and he 
will come into school with his mind full 
aud will tell you that it is all wrong cud 
foremost to say that “Meat eats a cat." 
Fifthly, be with your pupil as much as 
you can, read a great deal yourself and 
he will lolloAv your example. Lastly, 
when he loaves school see that Le takes 
the light kind of papers, and knows 
what sort ot books are fit to read and

veniently do it, take a pupil and experi¬ 
ment upon him, and see if you cannot 
find some practical solution to the diffi¬ 
culty. 

But we should say that tho whole 
thing is in a nut-shell. The “disgusted 
pedagogue” is not “tired of questions and 
experiments,” nor has he “lost his en¬ 
thusiasm,” neither is lie “almost Avilling 
to settle down into the belief that the 
best is being done for the deaf and dumb 
that can be done.” This particular “ped¬ 
agogue,” so to judgo from his article, has 
good reason to be “disgusted.” And he 
frankly says: “We give them books 
carefully prepared, so as to display in all 
their hideousness, the dry bones of the 
English language. Solid page upon solid 
page of sentences, all in one tense; 
phrases so highly idiomatic one meets 
Avith them tAvice in a life time ; lists of 
all the diseases flesh is heir to, from 
dandruff to a stubbed toe—these form 
their idea of English.” His article is a 
pretty keen satire, and we aro not at all 
surprised that “Laura” does not seem to 
understand it. 

We expected to find in “Laura’s” ar¬ 
ticle. something new and instructive; but 
she is too interrogative. Since she has 
mentioned the Annals, we would call her 
attention to the following in an article 
by Mr. Henry Winter Syle in the Octo- 
bey number: ! 

“There is tho fact tliat the great mass 
of our former pupils, and the great ma¬
